2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-7 lack novelty under PCX Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Lahanas. Lahanas discloses a hygroscopic powder 
composition (note column 1, lines 39-51) comprising exfoliation (note column 3, line 66), Vitamin C (note column 3, line. 18), pigment 
(note column 2, line 45), and silica (note column 2, line 1 1). The elements recited in claims l(a)-(c) are deemed to be inherent features 
of claim disclosed by Lahanas (note column I, line 41). 

Claims 1-7 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
